danger; (bis a confession thil the profectionists
wars deluding themselves with viin hopes when
thoy fancied’ that our colosan! public debt had
declded the tarlff question for thls generation
Mr. Greeloy pushes (o the support of s lotteriog
oanse, Those who rend hus chapters will have
an opportunlty to seo how Himsy wnd foallah are
the best prolectionist argnments which can he
mustered by its foromost advocate In this
conntry.

Mr, Greeley's fivst chapter, filllng more than
three columns of the Tribune, consists of an
irrelevant and sprawling rhapsody on the moral
aldvantages of labor, in the course of which he
Introduces two long guotations, one from Car-
Ivle, the other from “our own grestjChanning™
ar Mr. Greeley ealls bim), sctting forth the

benefits of labor as a moral discipline, Mr.
Greeley is unfortunnte in his seloction of autho-
ritics; for, 8o far as those writers huave ever

cxpressod thomselves on the protoctionist con-
troversy, thoy have evinced a strong leaning to
the freestrade side, **Onr own great Channing™
repudisted with scorn the iden that trade and
industry require the nursing interforence of
governments, as ey Le secn ln the following
quotation:—

“AN onr grent interests are left to onraelyes: and
governments, when they have interfered with them,
have obstrdcted mwvch more than they have nd-
vanced them. For exwmple, they have taken relgion
fnto thelr care only to disfigure it 8o edacution, in
thelr handa, had generully become o propagutor of
pervile mMAaxims, and an  upholder of antiguated
errors.  In llke manner, they have paralyzol trade
by thoir nursing care, and multiplied poverty by ex-
poedlonts for it rellef, Government has alimost always
been o barrler against whivh intelleet has el to
siruggle; and soclety g mude its chief progress by
the minds of private individuals, who have out-
stripped thetr rulers, and gradually shamed them
futo truth and wisdom."

This is good anti-protectionist doctrine vigo-

rously expressed.  We commend the whole pas-
sage from which this brief extraet is taken to the
attention of Mr. Greeley, and hope It will not
abuto his admiration for “our own great Chan-
ning."” He will find it in the second part of that
writer's famous dissertation on Napoleon Bona-
parte,  Carlyle, too, in his quaint way, has aided
the free trade couse,  His article on “*Corn Law
Rhymea” was written in the incipient stages of
the great movement by which protection was
overthrown In England. It contributed to call
attention to the subject and concilinte favor for
the arguments of the obscure rhymester who
pleaded for cheap bread.  Mr, Greeloy's chosen
authorities are against him: so difficult is it to
find recent writers of mark in any department
who do not discard the obsolete theory which he
advocates,
i Mr. Greeley, with intrepld definnce of facts,
attempts to convey the impression that the sup-
porters of free trade are mere “college pedants”
and “‘blear-eyed book-wormes." We insert the
following extract from his rambling first chap-
ler:

“Let na suppose that the new kingdom of Italy was
ruled by some great genfus Hke Czar Peter or Napo-
leon 1; can youn believe that he wonld not find or
monke some way of setting these idle hundreds of
thousands at work ? that he would be withheld from
attempting it by gome college pedant o blear-eyed
book-worm, who should muagisterially admonish him
that governments have properly nothing to do with
industry or commerce; that the extent of thelr logl-
timate funotion 18 1o Keep you from breaking each
other’s heads, or pleking each other’'s pookets: that
they transcend their sphere whenever they meddlie
with production, and seek 10 make two blades of
grass Nourish where but one hase hitherto been
grown "

We ask Mr. Greeley to note that the prineiple
which he thinks that none but a college pedant
or blear-eyed book-worm would be likely to ad-
vocale Is the very principle we have quoted from
“our own great Channing.” The fuct is, that
studions men and practical men alike, if they
are intelligent and keep abreast of the spirit of
the age, are either already on tke side of com-
mereial freedom or are verging rapidly towards
it, It is true that sagacious theorists, llke Adam
Smith and his disciples, gave the first impulse to
sound publie thought on this subject in England;
but the actual free-trade battle, when it became
strenuous, was fought by men of as practical a
inrn as any that ever lived. The life, the sonl,
the orgaulizing spirit of the anti-corn law league
wns Richard Cobden, a calico printer, the son
of a Bussex farmer, who had never seen the ins
side of a college, and was as little of & pedant
as uny man of his time., His chief lieutenant
and co-worker was John Iright, a mun of the
same stamp as himself, and of « similar training.
The hosts of thelr abettors consisted of hunger-
bitten men whose outery against the toriff was
extorted by the pale, gaunt faces of their fumish-
ing wives and children, The first bold free
trade specch ever made In Parliament (three
months before Cobdeén’s first) was by Lord Pal-
merston, whom nobody ever thought of calling
a pedant, The repenl of the corn laws was
finally earried through Parllament by 8ir Robart
Peel, ns practical a statesman ns ever Hved. then
o recent convert whose protectionist prejndices
eucoumbed to the irvesistible force of evidenoce,
Brougham, who, though a good deal of o pedant,
did not lack practical ability, was its first ener-
getle advocate in the House of Lords. France
is ndvancing towards free trade undor the direc-
tion of the Emperor, one of the shrewdest and
most practical minds in E"mim

Mr. Greeley, with an equally brazen. definnce
of notorious faects, pretends thut there is a na-
tural alllanee between free trade and slave-
holding, as If he did not know that England was
a protectionist country until after the cmanci-
pation of her West Indin slaves, and then within
a dozen years became a nation of free-tradors:
and as if he did not know that the foremost Bri-
Lish abolitionists were also leaders in the free.
trade movement; and as if he did oot Know. that
the most strenuons opposition to our earllest

srotective tarifis came not from the slave-hold-
ing South, but from free New England. How
consclously weak munst bo the slde that needs
to be propped up by such false pretenses us
nrie put forth by Mr, Greeley to create preju-
dice ngalnst a canse which he cannot success-
fully assail by argument! Why will he iosult
the lntelligence of readers by trying to make
them believe that Cobden, and Bright, and Mill,
and Brongham are to be ranked among the sup-

worters of slavery 7 Does he not know that
};rurm- Thompzon, who made himself o noto-
rious by hils anti-slavery speeches in this coun-
1ry, wis one of the leading orators of the anti-
corn=lnw league? Hos he forgotten facts so
rocent ns the free-trade spoeches of Willlnm
Lloyd Garrison and Henry Ward Boocher ?  Mr.
Greeley is driven to snch pltiful, such dishonest
fetches aud subterfuges by hig  consolousness
that the protectionlst cavse cannot be main-
talued upon any solid ground of argument, For
if he does not need the ald ef such appeals to
preéjudice and lgnorance, why does he put his
roputation at hazard by making them ?

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LATRDS LAW.

The foet thint the Messrs,
driven to the publication of a letter in defonse
of their construction of the Alubamna, only
proves that the current=s of publle sense and of
siblic opinlon are setting strongly against them
n England. Men's minds must be changing
there when these arrogant shipwrights, who, for
the sake of private gain, have endangerod the
peace of  nations, find it necessary to justify
themselves at the bar of society, It was not so
a few years ago, when the bullding of the Ala-
bama was declared by thousands of Englishmen
to be w merltorious actlon and legitimate enter-
prise. The letter of the Messrs, Laird I8 the
first rational and coherent und intelligible re-
gponse to the speech of Mr. Sumner.

The plea set up by the Lairds Is merely an

attorney’s quibble, and howover much it may
help them, it proportionately damages the Gov-
ernment of England, "The just complaints of
this Republie eannot be successfully met by a
resort to technicalities. I a ship is bullt in Eng-
land, in every respecta mun-of-war except that
she has no armament; if that ship then proceeds
to another port for men and arms; iIl from «a
ort of England men and arms are sent out Lo
1er, then we eny that in equity all these elrcum -
stances must be taken ns part and parcel of one
transaction, and that (as In the case of the
Alabama) the offense which was consummated
at the Azores was lnitiated in England, and that
the beginning is equally tainted with the end.

But the guarrel of the American Government,

it should be nnderstood, is not with the Moessrs,
Ladrd, In demanding compensation for injuries
we lgnore them altogether; amd whether they
publish five or five hundred letters, our dispute
will #ill be with their betters, They may plead,
if they plense, that Eogland had no laws to pre-
vent them from perpetrating a grievous and
contemptible wrong, for the sake of peeuninry
profit—a crime against the spivit of the age,
agninst humaunity, and against the public peace.,
What have we to do with the defects of English
legislation? Tow are we to ke held responsible
If that legislation has felled to meet the require-

Laled have lLeen

ments of public law?  That law should create
the statutes; not the statutes the law, It is not
for o nation to plead its own neglect. It is not

for England, in her own defense, to aver that
her legislation hos been clumsy. We know noth-
ing about that, We nre not responsible for her
fallure to provide the achinery through
which doetrines admitted by the whole civilized
world could be enforced, just when their en-
foreement was necessary,  The inndequacy of
the law proves only the incompetency of the
Inw=mnkers,

When the history of thesp transactions comos
o be considered colluctively, the Intelligzent
reader will he snrprised to notlee how com-
pletely, from the beginning,and egpeelally In the
vnses of the Alabama and the Rappabannock,
Eoglund has relied upon spocial pleading, Bhe
hias never considered, she has never ventured to
consider, these guestions in the light of the
greal, predominating principles of public law,

If, however, all divisions of
the doughtlest disputants and most belligerent
sectariang in the Christinn world shonld harmo-
niously combine thelr forces in a perfect aund
permanent nnion, we shall believe that the nge of
miracles is not past.

The radieals  fuonr
that Eungland, counting on our past wor-
shilp ol him, MY sond him to
negotiste  with  Secretary  Figh, nnd they
feel it In  their bhooes  that  they will find
him as doggod a Jobn Bull as the blaest-blooded
peer of the British realm. The Duke of Argyli

It is sald, and Philadelphiang believe, that the
statue of Ponn at their hospital—roused to life,
like the lion of Percv on Northomberland House
by the insolence of George IV—shook 1self with
un-Quulkerly indlgnation, and stamped Its foot,
The Hlstorleal Boclety certainly went mad into
print. My, Carey for's thne wis thrust aslde in
the press, and long essave in vindieation of the
saintad Quaker replaced his dreary dintribesupon
Britiah free trade in the daily journals. Forney
hurled his then Democratic thunder ot the
dlanderops peer, Ope eminent lawyer, who
for years hind Willlam Penn under his especial
care, died not long after, overtasked, It was
Bupposed, by intellectunl effort In tho cause,
leaving w logaey of panphlets and widdresses,
of which Macoulay probably died, agd from
whiceh Phlludelplls las never yet quite  re
covergd.
